Like many other people, in and out of politics, Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek did not discover the pleasures of painting until 
fairly late in life. She took up art two years ago, living with 
her husband on Formosa. Though she was more than 50, 
and had never painted before, she displayed an aptitude far 
greater than that of most amateurs. With some coaching, 
she was soon doing the simple, outdoor scenes—misty 
mountains, streams, gracefully gnarled trees—that have 


made Chinese landscape art the greatest in the world. Mad- 
ame Chiang paints mostly scenes of her native land from 
memory. The paintings take her from 45 minutes to four 
days to do, and sometimes she gets so excited by them that 
she jumps up in the night to add a few brush strokes.

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BEHIND A BiG STORY THERE MAY BE ANOTHER ONE 


Sometimes a reporter becomes so interested in recording his 
own difficulties that he almost forgets to report the story itself. 
We were reminded of this the other day by a book on the 
Civil War, which included several contemporary descriptions by 
war correspondents. They de- 
scribed their hardships in such 
detail they barely had room to 
mention the battle. We usual- 
ly steer clear of this sort of 
thing, on the theory that it is 
the results that count. How- 
ever, neither the majestic col- 
or essay on the new Canada 
in this week's issue (pp. 72- 
85) nor the heart-wrenching 
report on the international 
struggle for custody of an 11 
year-old boy (pp. 26-33) are 
quite complete without an account of how they were obtained. 

To photograph Labrador’s remote Grand Falls, Photographer 
Jerry Cooke and Reporter Leon Jaroff, each burdened with 50 
pounds of equipment, spent 20 hours hacking their way through 
12 miles of mosquito-ridden, fly-infested bush and forest. Their 
experienced guide assured them they could not reach the base 
of the falls alive—so they set up cameras on the rim. This week 
Cooke and Jaroff, still nursing insect bites, were a bit chagrined 
when a Newfoundland engineer, G. H. Desbarats, sent us a 
picture (above) to prove he had reached the base in 1947. The

editors reassured them—we feel Cooke’s magnificent color pan- 
orama on page 83 symbolizes the latent power of the new Can- 
ada better than a picture made from below. Another Lire team, 
sent to cover western Canada, braved hazards of a different 
variety. Ottawa Bureau Chief 
Sam Welles and Photographer 
J. R. Eyerman flew over no 
less than 65 glaciers in a sin- 
gle-engine float-plane. Worse, 
in order to report accurately 
on the tastes of Canadian oil- 
field workers, Welles had to 
drink a dozen glasses of “Cal- 
gary red-eye.” 

To get the background on 
the contested parenthood of 
little Ivan Pireénik, Lire Bonn 
Correspondent Roy Rowan 
went by train to Ljubljana in Yugoslavia and then drove 55 
miles over precarious roads to interview and photograph the 
woman who said she was the boy’s real mother. Later, Photog- 
rapher Ralph Crane drove 140 miles in two hours flat to see the 
child and his German foster parents. Trips to out-of-the-way 
places and fast driving are normal occupational hazards of Lire 
representatives. But Correspondent Rowan’s visit to Yugoslavia 
was enlivened by an encounter with a fiery female comrade 
(above, left), who told him she had killed nine Germans and 
would make him Victim No. 10 if the boy’s mother lost the case.

WHY TAXES ARE AN ISSUE 


“BARN-RAISING,” BY VICTOR ANDERSON 


HELP FROM NEIGHBORS 


The American countryside is world famous for 
the size and beauty of its barns. Victor An- 
derson’s painting (above) shows how they were 
raised, 50 and 100 years ago. America is also 
noted for the political vitality and booster spir- 
it of its cities and towns. One manifestation 
of that is the annual rite called the Commu- 
nity Chest or Red Feather Drive. 

In 1,600 communities this month or next, 
the hotel ballroom will echo to cheers. A row 
of shirt-sleeved men at adding machines will 
toss their tabulating tapes in the air; a bald- 
headed businessman will climb a ladder and 
scrawl “Victory” across the figures on the big 
score board. Another Community Chest will 
have made its quota and the volunteer money- 
raisers will have their reward: the glow of a 
special kind of civic pride. 

Every year the Red Feather movement gets 
more highly organized (some two million yol- 
unteers this year), raises more money ($240 
million) and includes more good causes among 
its recipient charities. It is so streamlined that 
many feel the simple warmth of charity has 
gone out of it and would rather “do their char- 
ity directly” —or not at all. 

Actually the Red Feather is another exam- 
ple of the American instinct for efficiency 
through voluntary mutual aid. It saves the 
time of social workers, contributors and mon- 
ey-raisers; gets the most good out of charity 
dollars; and keeps welfare a community re- 
sponsibility, instead of the responsibility of a 
few rich men—or of the federal government. 
For their times and purpose, the community 
chests are no more overorganized than was a 
barn-raising. They deserve the support of ev- 
ery citizen within their reach. 
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According to a Gallup Poll last March, more 
than 70% of the people thought their taxes 
were too high. Taxes are even higher than 
people think, since about half of them are 
indirect and so relatively painless. The total 
tax bill of the American people is at an all- 
time high, not only in gross amount ($80 
billion) but also as a percentage of the na- 
tional income (over 30%). Thus if taxes can 
ever be a political issue, this is the year— 
provided either party can make it an issue. 
Eisenhower last week declared it his goal 
to reduce federal spending from $81 billion 
to about $60 billion over the next four years, 
and so “make way for a substantial tax re- 
duction.” Truman assailed such talk as “ir- 
responsible politics.” Stevenson also has 
taken the line that 85% of federal expenses 
are fixed hy Stalin and that “the only way 
you could cut tens of billions from our budg- 
et would be to disband our armies, renounce 
our friends abroad . . . and, pr 
crawl into a cave to await destructio: 
the Democrats make a political virtue of high 
taxes and call anyone who talks about cut- 
ting them, including Ike, an isolationist. 


The real question about our present tax 
level is whether it is itself a danger to our 
freedom and deserves a special fight. Many 
economists think that when they exceed 
about 25% of the national income, taxes be- 
gin to lose their deflationary force and be- 
come inflationary instead. This happens be- 
cause our basic economic behavior, both of 
corporations and of people, becomes “tax- 
oriented” instead of efficiency-oriented. For 
instance when the excess profits tax was 
passed, Beardsley Ruml, now Stevenson's 
own chief money-raiser, urged all corpora- 
tions to avoid the tax by using “a double 
standard of expense dollars.” Under this tax, 
in other words, it’s dumb to be thrifty. 

Or take the liquor tax, which was raised 
last year from $9 to $10.50 a gallon, with an 
eye for an extra $200 million revenue. In- 
stead revenues actually dropped, while rev- 
enue agents were suddenly faced by the 
greatest boom in moonshining since pro! 
tion. One also hears of teen-agers who quit 
their part-time jobs when their earnings 
reach $599—lest their parents lose a tax de- 
duction. To avoid taxes some entrepreneurs 
find it profitable to merge a successful com- 
pany with an unsuccessful one rather than 
to build up another success; Sylvia Porter 
recently reported seeing in a single day's 
newspaper half a dozen ads whose appeal was 
summarized in the headline, ‘Tax Loss Op- 
portunity!” The total cost to an economy of 
such distorted motivations is impossible to 
measure, but it has obviously hurt overtaxed 
England and it is already damaging here. 

The level and trend of our taxes are subtly 
changing the whole nature of our economy 
in the direction of less efficiency. Like in- 
flation, high taxes are therefore an internal 


danger just as Stalin is an external one, and 
it is evasive to quarrel (as Stevenson has 
tried to do) over which danger is worse. 

Stevenson is for economy but is pessimis- 
tic about the possibilities and calls it (quite 
rightly) “a brutal job.” Truman is against 
economy and calls it isolationism. Ike is for 
economy and tax reduction and promises 
both. Who is to be believed? 


The strictly nondefense items in the Fed- 
eral budget are $9 billion. Here is where 
Stevenson’s offer to “pinch every penny as 
best we can” might yield some cuts. But the 
Democratic record and platform both argue 
to the contrary. The Truman administration 
tripled the nondefense budget since 1946, 
despite its pretense of fighting inflation. The 
Democratic platform, far from offering to 
cut nondefense items, is one long promise of 
new ways in which Federal activities—and 
therefore Federal costs—will be increased. 

Our own rearmament takes two out of 
three federal tax dollars. Can it be cut? 
Without using figures, Ike in his Baltimore 
speech proposed ways in which it could be 
handled more efficiently, thus yielding more 
armament for the same money or the same 
for less. Among them was broader civilian 
review of all Pentagon recommendations. 

Congressional committees have done hard 
and spectacular work in digging up examples 
of Pentagon waste, such as the Navy’s 50- 
year supply of anchors and the Army’s pur- 
chase of enough cotton webbing to belt the 
equator and eight U.S. armies besides. But 
these are mere mistakes. The heart of the 
problem is a conflict of duties. The Pentagon 
has a duty to propose programs that will 
minimize every possible risk to U.S. secu- 
rity regardless of cost. This goal is obviously 
impossible. The civilian authorities, there- 
fore, have the still greater duty of vetoing 
some Pentagon proposals altogether and se- 
lecting our major security risks. But few 
civilians, either in Congress or in the White 
House, have enough confidence in their own 
military judgment to argue with the Penta- 
gon on this plane. Instead they take refuge, 
as Harry Truman did this year, in a flat ceil- 
ing on the military budget. Truman there- 
by victimized the Air Force without having 
really considered whether that was what he 
meant to do or not. 

‘The military budget could be cut by sev- 
eral billions, but only by an administra- 
tion able and willing and knowledgeable 
enough to rearrange the priority of our 
risks (and a Congress better staffed and 
better informed on the budget). That means 
a president who has reason to trust his own 
military judgment. 

It also requires a president who is alive 
to the positive danger of overtaxation and 
is willing to give that danger its due standing 
among all the dangers we face. Ike sounds a 
Jot more like that president than Stevenson.

Russia ousts Kennan, Japan rejects Communism 
and George Santayana composes his last poem 


corge Kennan, U.S. Ambassador to Rus- 
sia and our foremost expert on Kremlin 
policy, once said of the Russians, “They 
regard meas one general regards an enemy 
general who wages war on a clean and ad- 
mirable basis.” For the past six months 
in Moscow, Kennan, who authored the 
U.S. policy of “containment,” has been 
doing his clean and admirable best to im- 
prove Soviet-American relations. But last 
month in Berlin he said that a U.S. diplo 
mat’s life in Moscow was similar to his 
own experience as a diplomat interned by 
the Nazis in 1941-42. This opinion may 
have served as an excuse to get rid of a man who knows too much, or it 
may have seemed like a good opening for a propaganda attack, but at 
any rate Pravda promptly damned Kennan as a “slanderer 
Oct, 6). Last week the Kremlin followed up with an unprec 
action—branding Kennan persona non grata and demanding his recall. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson said Russia's charges were not 
“valid” and that Kennan would not be formally recalled. Kennan is 
in Geneva and cannot return to Moscow but will report to Washington 
“for consultation,” The U.S. has not retaliated by demanding the 
call of Soviet Ambassador Zarubin and there is no intention of break- 
ing off relations with Russia, But there will be no immediate replace- 
ment of Kennan, and Counselor of the Embassy Elim O'Shaughnessy 
will have to take over the task of trying to deal with the Kremlin,

PERCHANCE 


News about misuse of pills for sleep and pep 


ohscures their status as a hoon to medicine 
by RICHARD L. WILLIAMS 


OMETIME tonight, as on every night of the year, a scat- 
tering of sleepless citizens will go to the medicine shelf, 
open a container of sleeping pills and take not one or two but 
the whole bottle. Tomorrow, when the rest of us awaken to 
face the troubles and pleasures of the new day, these people 
will not be with us to share them. Their funerals will be held 
this weekend, Their suicides will be reflected not only in the 
actuarial tables but also in the lurid literature which holds 
that sleeping pills are a national menace and nothing else. 

The tables are accurate, but the literature is a libel, both 
against sleeping pills and their equally maligned opposite 
ranberd; netewal suing ax energy pili Theliect abtheitist. 
ter, buried under the headlines and generally ignored by the 
public, is that the pill, tablet or capsule which will surely and 
safely put a person to sleep or wake him up, ranks near the 
sulfas and the antibiotics among the great medical discov- 
eries of the century. 

The folklore on the subject is founded on more or less 
relevant fact but is embroidered with fantasy. It is rich in 
morbid anecdotes about obscure and prominent people who 
have been killed by overdoses of sleeping pills. (But it is lean 
in accounts of those who have been kept alive by them.) It 
abounds with alarming stories of youngsters who commit 
holdups while fortified by “goofballs” or “thrill pills,” of 
motorists trying to drive up tree trunks while high on bar- 
bital. It retails instances, but rarely documents them, of the 
phenomenon of automatism, in which an insomniac is said 


to take a couple of sleeping pills, wake up later in a stupor, 
forget having taken them and take more, repeating the proc- 
ess literally ad infinitum.

NG well briefed by the press on all these abuses, mil- 
lions of fami would as soon harbor a box of coral snakes 
in their medicine chests as a bottle of barbiturates. It was 
perfectly understandable that in his last illness and his 89th 
year William Randolph Hearst, who had read plenty about 
the menace in his own newspapers, should recoil in horror 
when his doctor prepared to give him a mild sedative. “No, 
Doctor!” he cried. “No habit-forming drugs for me!” 

It is true that painless sleeping pills have succeeded the 
less appetizing poisons as a fashionable route to oblivion. The 
only more popular method by poison is turning on the gas. 
This year several thousand Americans will take overdoses, ac- 
cidentally or on purpose, and close to 1,000 will die. To supply 
these and other consumers, about 350 tons of the barbiturates 
alone will be manufactured. Production has quadrupled since 
1933 and is now sufficient to put everyone in the country to 
sleep for 22 nights a year, or to put nine million people to 
sleep 365 nights a year. When the awakening pills are added 
in, the annual total comes to more than 5.5 billion doses. 

‘The science writers, the medical profession and logic all 
would agree that this amounts to a national overdose, even for

SLEEPING PILLS MAKE HEADLINES 


‘The sort of news stories that help obscure the value of sleeping pills are 
made when well-known people take an overdose. Some of the most fa- 
mous are shown above. Screen Actress Lupe Velez committed suicide 
with sleeping pills in 1944, Author Klaus Mann, son of Thomas Mann, 
died from an overdose in 1949. Pat Ward, who worked for Comedienne 
Martha Raye, recovered after an overdose, later became even more 
famous in New York vice scandal. The most bizarre recent case was 
that of Rita Hayworth and Aly Khan's 3-year-old daughter Yasmin who 
gulped a handful, thinking it was candy.

the world’s most insomniac nation. How many of the pills are boot- 
legged or indiscriminately prescribed nobody knows. 

"Congres accordingly has taken steps to tighten up on the sup- 
ply. The Durham-Humphrey amendment to the Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act, which took effect five months ago, restricts the filling 
and refilling of all prescription drugs except on a physician’s order. 
Some lawmakers think this does not go far enough. Senator Estes 
Kefauver once proposed putting an emetic in sleeping pills as a 
cide preventive, and such preparations have been made, but 
many doctors say this could hurt more patients than it would help. 
Massachusetts’ Representative Edith Nourse Rogers has been be- 
deviling her colleagues to place “these perfectly horrible drugs” 
under control of the federal narcotics laws, making them as difhi- 
cult to obtain as heroin and morphine. 

The medical profession takes a much brighter view of sleeping 
pills. Medical students are taught that they are one of modern 
ce’s greater gifts to therapeutics. This is because they are no 
less dramatic, in their effects on the central nervous system, than 
are the “wonder drugs” in killing bacteria. 

Properly employed, the barbiturates and stimulants have vary- 
ing degrees of usefulness, not only in the pursuit of rest and 
energy, but in the management of such diverse ailments as mental 
depressions, epilepsy, obesity and the DTs. The barbiturates are 
widely used to calm patients going into surgery, and to speed their 
recuperation afterward by helping them get restorative sleep. Doc- 
tors often prescribe them for women going through the menopause, 
and to quiet the nerves of people overwhelmed by family tragedies 
or business crises. In combination with pain-killing drugs they 
bring relief to thousands whose troubles range from chronic head- 
aches to cancer. 

The stimulants are also a potent weapon in the doctor’s arsenal. 
Some of them miraculously clear away the melancholia that besets 
victims of alcoholism, and in some unexplained way they reduce

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PILLS’ EFFECT ON BRAIN is shown in this drawing. The best medical 
evidence indicates that an increasing dosage of sleeping pills first affects the 
cerebrum (light red shade), causing drowsiness and sleep. Then midbrain and 
cerebellum (medium red) are also affected until consciousness is blacked out. 
When the effects reach the medulla (dark red), which controls respiration, 
paralysis combines with the pills’ effect on the spinal cord to cause death, 
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appetite, thereby reducing weight. Frequently they bring victims of 
barbiturate poisoning out of the deep coma that otherwise would 
end in death, 

Both kinds of medicine are used, in different ways, in the treat- 
ment of epilepsy. And both are enemies of the tension that is the 
symptom and aggravator of the neurotic depressions that infect 
modern man. By relieving tensions they not only make people feel 
better but enable their doctors to get at the roots of their troubles, 
which is an application of the theorem that you can’t treat an 
alcoholic until you sober him up first. 

So it is not surprising that in some parts of the country the pills 
for sleep and pep account for a quarter of all the prescriptions that 
are written, or that a large but undeterminable number of physi- 
cians take them themselves to purchase relief from the tensions of 
a tough day or an exhausting night. It is surprising, though, that 
their reputation is often lower among laymen than among profes- 
sionals; with the wonder drugs it has been the other way around. 

Both the sleeping pills and the awakening pills are comparatively 
modern means to ancient ends. The first barbiturates came into use 
in 1903, barely in time for the frantic century whose nerves they 
sedate. Before that the standard hypnotics, or sleep-producers 
were the odious but efficient paraldcliyde, the irregularly effective 
bromides, and chloral hydrate, classic ingredient of the Mickey 
Finn. Before that and until a century ago, man got along with 
the old reliable hypnotics that had served him since the begin- 
ning of history: hashish, from hemp; opium, from poppy seeds: 
and alcohol, from whatever came to hand. It is worth noting 
that he has always had something. The 20th Century holds no 
patent on insomnia. 

The great beauty of barbital, discovered by two German scientists 
and introduced into m ine as Veronal, was that it offered a con- 
trollable means of depressing the central nervous system to any 
desired degree, from slight sedation to deep anesthesia. There was, 
besides, a great margin of safety between the clinical dose and the 
lethal one. Barbital, an odorless white crystalline powder, was a 
combination of malonic acid, derived from grapes, apples and other 
fruits, and urea, a solid first isolated in animal urine. It was suscep- 
tible of almost infinite chemical variation. Chemists have synthe- 
sized some 1,500 derivatives of barbituric acid in 49 years, but 
only about 25 are in general use. 

They differ in speed, duration and intensity of effect, but they 
all work about the same way on the central nervous system. This 
mechanism is the body's built-in ladder graph of human develop- 
ment. At its top are the higher cortical centers, relatively recently 
acquired, governing learned behavior and inhibiting instinctive be- 
havior. At the bottom level of the brain stem is the medulla, regu- 
lating the respiratory and circulatory systems. The barbiturates go 
to work on the various levels in a selectively descending order, 
briefly depressing the highest centers at first and knocking out 
consciousness during the descent. In sufficient overdose they

Alcohol is a similar kind of depressant. The “stimulation” that 
drinkers think they feel after their first few helpings of it is il- 
lusory; it is really the release of activity on their lower levels 
that is achieved when the alcohol depresses their higher con- 
trol mechanisms, or inhibitors. Aleohol and the barbiturates are 
called synergistic, meaning that each adds to the effect of the 
other. Taken together in the explosive mixture that the juvenile 
delinquents call “Wild Geronimo,” they can produce behavior 
as wild as marijuana. For this reason doctors ordinarily do not 
recommend that sleeping pills be taken on top of an evening of 
steady drinking—they consider that the alcohol is depressing 
enough on the nervous system. 

It is their action in deadening inhibition that has won two of the 
barbiturates, Sodium Pentothal and Sodium Amytal, a measure of 
fame as short cuts in psychotherapy. These so-called “truth se- 
rums” were widely used on victims of the neuroses that went by 
the name of combat fatigue in World War IT. In one or more in- 
terviews employing narcosis, psychiatrists could get at the bot- 
tom of conflicts that men could not possibly “talk out” in brief 
treatment in the fully conscious state. The Air Force used the 
drugs in hospitals to help determine when convalescent crews 
were mentally ready to return to duty. In expert hands, the tech- 
nique of narcosis-by-barbiturate is simple. Instead of lying on the 
doctor’s couch and trying to make conversation, the patient gets 
an injection that quickly blots out consciousness. Left alone, he 
would sleep an hour or more and wake up in the natural way. The 
doctor talks to him while he is still under the hypnotic influence 
of the drug, and by gentle suggestion gets him to “talk in his 
sleep.” With his guardian inhibitors out of action, the patient may 
become voluble about long-forgotten happenings that terrorized 
him in childhood, or may sweat, ery, writhe and shout as he re- 
lives a wartime experience or reopens some other old mental 
wound. When he finally awakens or when the drug wears off, he 
may remember nothing of what he has spilled out. But by intelli- 
gent interpretation of material gained in this way, the doctor often 
can help him put the neurosis in its place. 


‘Red birds’ and ‘yellow jackets’ 


INLY four of the big family of barbiturates—barbital, pheno- 
barbital, pentobarbital and thiopental—have gained official sta- 
tus in the U.S. Pharmacopoeia, but many others are listed in the 
National Formulary and the A.M.A.’s New and Nonofficial Reme- 
dies, Nearly every pharmaceutical house has its own brands, sold 
in tablets, solutions or brightly-colored capsules, on which its 
“detail men” keep doctors informed. Probably the most popular 
successors to Veronal are Seconal (“red birds” to the bootleg 
trade) and Nembutal (“‘yellow jackets”). Of the two, Seconal works 
faster (in as little as 15 minutes) on most people, but does not 
last so long. Nembutal may take half an hour or more to induce 
sleep but lasts longer and so may produce more “hangover.” Phe- 
nobarbital tablets, another big seller, act much like Nembutal, but 
take longer to start and act longer, in the 14-grain sleep-produc- 
ing dose. In half or quarter-grain doses the drugs are used for 
daytime sedation of jumpy nerves or butterflies in the stomach. 
he differences in action make some barbiturates more effective 
than others against each of the two principal kinds of insomnia. 
Thus many doctors prescribe a capsule whose action is quick but 
brief, like Seconal, for insomniacs whose trouble is in getting to 
sleep, and a slower, longer-acting type like Nembutal for those 
whose trouble is in staying asleep. 

For most people in either category a 1!4-grain capsule of which- 
ever type is prescribed, taken a little before bedtime, produces a 
feeling of relaxed well-being in which bed, Pullman berth or air- 
plane seat gradually becomes as cushiony as a cloud. Then comes 
a dreamless sleep which leaves the sleeper feeling either refreshed 
or slightly dopey, depending on how long he spends at it. The cap- 
sule is readily absorbed from his intestinal tract, and its effect 
should wear off in six to eight hours. The barbituric acid content 
is destroyed by the liver, excreted by the kidneys, or both, but 
traces remain in the body for at least a day 

Taken in this way and under a doctor's advice, there is nothing 
horrible about a barbiturate. What can be horrible, and this is as 
true of laxatives as of sleeping pills, is continued self-medication, 
practiced without the doctor’s knowledge and advice. 

Every barbiturate prescription must bear the cautionary notice 
on the label: WARNin |AY BE HABIT-FORMING. It is put there 
for good reason.

GALLERY of pills is kept at New York Medical Examiner's off 
helps identify pills found near bodies, New kinds are constantly being added, 
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for a temporary disorder, then throw the rest of the prescrip- 
tion away. Others may take one or two a night for years with- 
out increasing the dose. As long as they do not step it up, most 
doctors would say they are in no great danger, even though they 
have built up a certain tolerance and might get equal results from 
a sugar pill, as long as they didn’t know it was a sugar pill. They 
are simply using barbiturates as a crutch, or form of magic, and 
the main risk they take is in treating the symptom and neglect- 
ing the cause of whatever disturbance keeps them from sleeping 
in the first place. If this is bad, their doctors are as much to 
blame as anybox But the doctor is in a difficult position 
often seems more practical, as well as easier, to prescribe sleeping 
pills instead of prescribing a different job, a less nerve-racking 
city, or a new wife. 

There is another group that cannot take the pills or leave them 
alone. They acquire tolerance quickly, and along with it a compul- 
sion to take steadily increasing doses. Psychiatrists say these people 
are sick to begin with, ready to plunge into barbiturates, narcotics, 
alcoholism or anything else that will shut out reality. 

Still other people have an idiosyncracy, or allergy, to the drugs 
and may become dizzy and feverish or get serious skin reactions 
from them. For them, and for people with liver trouble who cannot 
metabolize the barbiturates, sleeping pills must remain off the list. 
Whether the drugs are bound to be toxic to anybody, with really 
long-continued use, is still an unsettled question. Habitual, evi- 
dently unharmed consumers to the contrary, barbiturates have 
been blamed for isolated cases of anemia, stomach trouble, kidney, 
liver, brain and nervous ailments. 

Even when it comes to fatal doses there are great individual dif- 
ferences. It takes a bigger dose, for example, to kill the person who 
has built up a tolerance than one who is unused to the pills. In 
their standard textbook, The Pharmacological Basis of Therapeutics, 
Drs. Louis Goodman and Alfred Gilman say: “When over 15 times 
the ordinary hypnotic dose has been absorbed, it usually will 
prove extremely difficult to save the patient’s life.” And five to ten 
times the ordinary dose will cause severe poisoning. The fatal dose 
may take days to complete its work. But sometimes it takes only a 
few minutes for a big load of barbiturate to reach the brain and 
stop respiration. Actor Robert Walker, given a Sodium Amytal injec- 
tion by his doctor for a case of nerves, died within two hours from 
asudden, unexpected respiratory failure. 
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For years the accepted medical view was that if you did get the 
sleeping-pill habit “in moderation,” it was only a psychological hab- 
it anyway, like smoking, and could be broken with no more serious 
withdrawal symptoms than you would get from cutting out tobacco. 
This appears to be true enough in cases of real moderation, that is, 
of small doses. But since the war Dr. Harris Isbell, chief of research 
at the federal narcotic hospital in Lexington, Ky., has reported 
startling new evidence on the question of habituation and addiction. 

After studying German reports indicating that barbiturates might 
be addicting, Dr. Isbell found there was a “cross-tolerance” in some 
of his patients between the barbiturates and the narcotic drugs. It 
seemed that in a pinch, sleeping pills helped satisfy the craving of 
drug addicts. Isbell put a group of volunteers—morphine addicts 
who had taken the cure—on massive, intoxicating doses of bar- 
biturates for 92 to 144-days. Then, abruptly, he withdrew the dru, 
In the next few days his five subjects suffered tremors, anxiety, in- 
somnia, and developed convulsions or psychoses. One man finally 
had to be put back on the drugs for a tapering-off period. 

“The barbiturates,” Dr. Isbell concludes, “are addiction-forming 
in every sense of the word ... . Despite statements to the contrary 
in standard textbooks . . . the manifestations of chronic bar- 
biturate intoxication are, in most ways, much more serious than 
those of addiction to morphine . . . and withdrawal of morphine is 
much less dangerous than is withdrawal of barbiturates.” 

The World Health Organization has spread the word of Dr. Isbell’s 
findings among its member nations, and future medical texts will 
take note of them. But their significance is not as clear-cut as it 
might be. So far, there are no case histories showing that with- 
drawal of normal doses of barbiturates (one or two a night) from 
normal subjects (people with no history of narcotic addiction) will 
bring on the violent symptoms Isbell observed. But because both 
“psychic dependence” on a drug and physical craving for it are 
considered undesirable, the search for an ideal sedative goes on. 
From time to time new drugs come on the market with more or less 
refined fanfare. An example is Nu-Pax, a new over-the-counter 
sedative whose makers have been laying down a test advertising 
barrage on the East Coast. Nu-Pax is compounded of passion flower 
and two other substances and contains “no bromides, no barbitu- 
rates, no opiates,” but whether it contains anything else of value 
is something the federal Food and Drug Administration still has 
to determine. Recently the F.D.A. seized a shipment of Nu-Pax in 
Connecticut and filed charges of misbranding against the goods. 
This case is still to be tried. 

The market for sleeping potions is not yet saturated. Can it be 
shrunk by law? Is it possible or desirable to make the pills so hard 
to get that no more people will abuse them than misuse marijuana 
or cocaine? Most authorities think not. "As a general rule,” says 
Dr. R. T. Stormont, secretary of the A.M.A.’s council on pharmacy 
and chemistry, “only psychopathic individuals are apt to become 
chronic users of . . . excessive quantities. . . . These are the 
same individuals who make up the vast bulk of chronic alcoholics. 
They are seeking a means of escape from the realities of life. If a 
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drug which provides the desired relief from their unhappy mental 
condition is withdrawn or made unavailable to them, they are 
quickly apt to substitute another. Even if their last resort, alcohol, 
were to be made unavailable through an effective prohibition law, 
the fundamental problem would remain. You cannot legislate 
against a mental disease which is the underlying cause of the 
drug problems.” 

You can, nevertheless. legislate against those who exploit both 
the disease and the drugs. Besides federal laws restricting sleeping 
pills to prescription sales. there are barbiturate laws in all but one 
state, Wyomi controlling over-the-counter sales. Occasionally 
druggists are arrested for selling vast quantities without prescrip- 
tions, but there is no law under which doctors can be arrested for 
prescribing vast quantities (500 or 1,000 capsules at a clip) to save 
patients the trouble of getting refills. Many authorities now favor 
a federal law to prohibit illegal possession of barbiturates, to help 
close the loophole of underground sales. For the vast majority of 
people the laws of common sense will continue to operate, dictat- 
ing that it is right to take a sleeping pill when the doctor says you 
need one, and wrong to take one when you don’t.

Such synthetic stimulants as desoxy-ephedrine were produced 
more than 30 years ago. But the energy-pill business did not get off 
the ground until 1933 after Dr. Gordon Alles, a University of 
alifornia researcher, discovered startling uses for a drug called 
amphetamine. He had been looking for a new ingredient for nose 
drops, but one day his preparation. administered to anesthetized 
dogs, woke them up. Amphetamine. the drug that would not let 
sleeping dogs lie, opened a bright new field of therapeutics, and 
under the trade name of Benzedrine it soon made news. 

A compound of carbon. hydrogen and nitrogen. Benzedrine was 
a “sympathomimetic amine.” an imitator of the effects of certain 
sympathetic nerve impulses. and in addition had a primary action 
on the cortex of the brain, It erased fatigue, giving tired people a 
second wind of energy. It revived suff from barbiturate poi- 
soning, helped stop uncontrolled sleeping among narcoleptics and 
uncontrolled eating among the obese. It was practically a specific 
for hangovers. Fishermen discovered it would pep up sluggish 
worms, and certain horse trai und it would speed up sluggish 
nags. Psychologically it turned mild depressions into euphoria, 
the sensation of well-being. and under its stimulus a Caspar 
Milquetoast could become, for a few hours, as confident and per- 
asive as a Dale Carnegie. The lethal dose of the drug was so high 
as to be almost theoretical. although middling doses sometimes 
raised blood pressure and caused a pounding of the heart. Conse- 
quently in World War II the Allies used liberal amounts of Benze- 
drine (while the Nazis w using liberal amounts of Pervitin, a 
similar drug) to give boosts of energy to attacking troops. There 
were times when a pill saved the cost of a bomber and the lives of 
the men aboard. for by taking Benzedrine a pilot could stave off ex- 
haustion long enough to get safely home from a long mission. 

Naturally, anything that good was bound to be abused. Mexican 
farmhands went Dr. Alles one better. and discovered that the im- 
pregnated paper fillers of Benzedrine inhalers were good for spiking 
beer. When teen-agers began capitalizing on the discovery. the 
manufacturers took the inhalers off the market and changed the 
formula. Among prison populations bootlegged “Benny” tablets 
became a prized antidote for tedium. There was a fad among sen- 
sation-seekers of taking sleeping pills and pep pills together—a 
dosage known as “a bolt and a jolt.” In the arts, sciences and pro- 
fessions—including even-medicine—certain people who knew bet- 
ter put their nervous systems on a teeter-totter regimen. They took 
barbiturates to go to sleep, Benzedrine to wake up, and alcohol for 
good measure, proving at the cost of disastrous breakdowns that it 
was possible to burn the candle at both ends and in the middle too.

Since the war dextro-amphetamine, a variant of the original syn- 
thetic, has been introduced as a better stimulant. The best-known 
brand is Dexedrine, descendant of Benzedrine. Its effect on the cen- 
tral nervous system is almost twice as great, while its side effects 
on the heart and other functions remain the same, so that it can 
be given in smaller doses (usually 5-milligrams) with better results. 

Being relatively nontoxic, the stimulants come close to being 
miracle drugs, except for one great danger. Taken to ward off 
fatigue, they enable people to push themselves beyond their ordi- 
nary limits of strength. This, done to excess, is like logging a tired 
horse, and the body inexorably will exact a price for the borrowed 
energy. The price may be a let-down when the pill wears off (four 
to six hours), or a temporary collapse, or permanent damage to the 
heart. This is why doctors are reluctant to prescribe stimulants 
for patients who merely have that tired feeling. They reason that 
rest is the safer prescription. 

The sleeping pills and awakening pills are so antagonistic that it 
would seem foolhardy to the layman to combine them. Yet their 
antagonism is not complete. They have a common tendency, in 
their respective ways, to improve one’s mood. Several yea 
clinical tests showed that in certain combinations their depré 
and stimulating actions canceled out, while the mood-lifting action 
was retained. 

The experiments led to the introduction, several years ago, of a 
hybrid drug that may rival both its parents if it stands the test of 
time. One brand of the hybrid was called Dexamyl, which c “ombined 
Dexedrine and Amytal and bore this pleasant promise: "Indica- 
tions: to ameliorate mood . . . to relieve inner tensions in the many 
patients who suffer from mental and emotional distress.”” 

‘Talking the other day about the epidemic inner tensions, result- 
ing from anxiety, that drive people to take sleeping pills, a leading 
New York psychiatrist remarked cheerfully, “Look at the Black 
Death of the 14th Century. Not everyone died. Those of us today 
who are most susceptible to the plague of anxiety will succumb, 
and the rest will get along.” 

Until the survivors rebuild the world, or redesign the central 
nervous system, they are unlikely to get along without pills. The 
harmless-looking little things may be as h rdous as the automo: 
bile and the electric-light socket, but for every one of us they kill, 
they may help more of us to survive. 


RESEARCH GOES ON as drug companies try to find perfect pill. Here com- 
parative effects of barbiturates and stimulants are tested on guinea pigs in 
laboratories of Smith, Kline and French.

BIRTH AND DEATH OF A VOLCANO 


Explosive mountain born in the Pacific brings tragedy to men who visit it 


In the sea 210 miles south of Tokyo a new volcanic 
mountain began life last month by pushing its jagged 
peak through the surface and spewing molten stone 
and sulphur fumes into the sky. On Sept. 17 a fish- 
ing boat found it, still pouring fire into the water, 
and it was given the boat's name, Myojin, or “Bright 
God.” In Japan people wondered if, as it grew larger 
and older, the explosive mountain would become 
calm and sit in the sea as a permanent neighbor 
island. Sailors, scientists and newsmen set out in 
ships to view the sight and, never suspecting the fate 
it would soon bring to some of them, made a photo- 
graphic biography (following pages) of its short life.

Here are formal photos of players 
in story Notre Dame has criticized 


Last week Reverend Edmund P. Joyce, C.S.C., chairman of the Notre 
Dame Faculty Board in Control of Athletics, issued a statement accus- 
ing Lire of “gross mistepresentations” in an article published i 
Sept. 29 issue entitled ‘The Fighting Irish Look Tough Again.” 
unretouched pictures of players with missing or bloody teeth were 
published which, according to Father Joyce, gave the impression that 
most football ers are toothless. In addition he called attention to 
errors made in identification of the players. 

In its story Lire intended merely to convey the idea that football is 
a robust sport in which bruises, broken bones and knocked out teeth 
are accepted as part of the game and that Notre Dame players are as 
vigorous as they come. Lire devoted considerably more space to an 
analysis of Notre Dame plays and stars than to these controversial 
pictures. Since some readers have felt that the roughness of the sport 
was deliberately exaggerated, Lire is glad to demonstrate that this was 
not its intention by publishing the four pictures on the opposite page. 
They were mailed in by Captain Jack Alessandrini of Notre Dame and 
are studio portraits of the players shown in the original story, printed 
exactly the same size. Lire did err inexcusably in three identifica- 
tions and the pictures are now captioned correctly. The two players 
whose names (but not pictures) appeared erroneously in the article 
are shown at the bottom of this column. To the individuals concerned 
as well as to Notre Dame Lire expresses its regrets and to complete 
the record publishes the full statement of Father Joyce, as follows: 

“Four players were pictured as representative of Notre Dame's 
present football team. The facts are these: two of the players pictured 
by Lire have never participated in a Notre Dame game. Three of the 
four pictured were falsely identified as well-known varsity players. 
Three of the falsely identified varsity players are still smiling with 
their own front teeth, 

“Apart from these glaring inaccuracies in the Lire report, the im- 
pression remains that most football players are toothless, Here are 
more actual facts: 94% of our varsity squad have never lost a tooth 
playing football at Notre Dame. Three out of 50 players have. As for 
high school football, only one other of the players (incidentally one of 
the group Lire featured) lost some teeth in high school competition. 

“It is difficult to find justification for the gross misrepresentations 
and the false impression created by a publication which prides itself 
upon an accurate portrayal of American life and institutions. Carica- 
ture is a valid form of humor, but caricature based upon crass falsi- 
fication that injures reputations is hardly humorous, nor is it in 
keeping with the basic fairness which perhaps most of all charac- 
terizes American life. 

“Lire recently editorialized on the implication of slander in the 
context of American political life. We hope the editors of Lire will 
reread that fine plea for fairness which they wrote and think of other 
obvious implications.” 

Lire does indeed pride itself on its accurate portrayal of Amer- 
ican life and its reputation for fairness. Errors occur once in a 
,, but it is Lure’s policy to correct them rapidly and completely.

The over-all impression she creates is one of attractiveness and 
humor. Her friendly face somehow invites a feeling of long ac- 
quaintance and makes strangers feel that her life must have been 
very much like their own, although in fact it has not.

had a small, rumble-seated Pullman automobile which Mamie 
could not learn to drive. A few weeks after their marriage Ike was 
sent to Leon Springs, a camp not far from Sam Houston, for tem- 
porary duty. Mamie bore his absence stoically for a few days, then 
decided she could bear it no longer. On her first attempt to get 
the Pullman under way she drove it halfway into the basement of 
their house. Later, after a squad of officers had lifted the car back 
onto the driveway, she managed to get all the way to Leon Springs 
without accident. Once there, however, she was unable to stop 
the Pullman and drove forlornly about for some time, shouting 
for help. At length Ike heard her. jumped on the running board 
and pointed to the brake. In th s afterward Mamie made a few 
more attempts to drive, but gave it up completely in the mid-’30s 
and has used chauffeurs ever since. 

After a few months at Sam Houston the Eisenhowers began a 
life of almost constant motion. By Mamie’s estimate they have up- 
rooted themselves some 25 ti J have lived in the Ca- 
nal Zone, Europe and the Philippines and in Army posts all acros 
the L he only home they have owned is a farmhouse near Get- 
tysburg, Pa. which they bought in 1949 but have never lived in. If 
they spend the next four years in the White House, that will be a 
long time for them to remain in one place. 

For the fudge-and-mayonnaise girl from the wealthy family, this 
had been a hard, exhausting life, and she has lived it with a good 
deal of gallantry. Now, remembering the years she spent in Panama 
in the early *20s, she speaks with humor of things that must not at 
the time have been particularly funny. “We had bats crawling under 
the screen door every night. ‘There were bats all over the place, and 
every manner of crawling thing. There were cockroaches that long. 
We fought vermin all day. Sometimes we'd have to take newspapers 
and light them in kerosene and burn them along the beds. . . .” 

Another sober aspect of their career tends to be forgotten when 
one thinks of the five stars Eisenhower finally came to wear on 
his shoulder. For 12 ‘s between wars Ike was a major. living on 
0 to $400 a month, unable to look forward to promotion be- 
ause the Army had a low budget. plenty of high brass and no rank 
to give to its younger officers. In the ears Mamie learned to 
manage all of the family finances and to give each dollar a brisk 
squeeze (She still handles the money. The Eisenhowers have a 
account, on which Ike rarely draws. Mamie pays all the bills. 
“There may have been times when we had only a dollar in the bank, 
but we have never owed a cent in our lives,” she says.)
